after failed negotiations to 


_ renew a mutual operating agree- 


ment between the city and the 
township, which expired in

The Grayling City Council. 


has proposed that the Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department 
be considered as a department 
of the city, and should be 
administered by Grayling City 
Manager David Thayer. 

Thayer would administer Fire 
Chief Russell Strohpaul and 


would evaluate his _perfor- 
mance. An advisory committee, 
made up of representatives from 
the township board, the city 
council and a citizen of either 
the city or township, would be 
appointed. The committee 
would not have the authority to 
enter into contracts or agree- 
ments, acquire, hold or dispose 
of property or incur debts, lia- 
bilities or obligations. 
Township officials have 
balked at the proposal, seeking 


to have acommittee of city and 
township officials administer 
the operations of the fire depart- 
ment. Townships officials claim 
that they have had an agreement 
to operate the fire department 
with the city for 6] years. 

“The township has tried over 
and over to work with the city. 
They just won’t budge,” 
Grayling Charter Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright said. 
“That’s not the way we’re used 
to doing business with our 


neighbors.” 

The operating agreement, 
that expired between the city 
and the township, required the 
township to pay 70 percent of 
the operating costs for the fire 
department, and the city to pay 
30 percent of the expenses. The 
proposed agreement, which 
officials are still abiding under, 
calls for the township to pay 60 
percent in operating costs and

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Township 
approves 
poverty 
guidelines

The Grayling Charter 
Township Board of Trustees 
recently updated its poverty 
guidelines schedule, which may 
exempt property owners experi- 
encing financial hardships from 
having to pay taxes, 

The poverty guidelines are 
determined by the US. 
Department of Health and 
Human Services and are used by 
the Michigan State Tax 
Commission. 

Under the guidelines, a single 
person with an income less than 
$10,210 can file an exemption to 
have their property taxes waived 
due to financial hardships. A 
family of five, whose income is 
less than $24,130, may also be 
exempt from paying taxes. 

Township residents must file 
an application with officials to 
have their property taxes 
waived, The applications are 
then sent to the Grayling Charter 
Township Board of Review, a 
panel that reviews property tax 
assessments and hears appeals

the city to pay 40 percent of the 
expenses. 

“Our residents expect and 
deserve representation on how 
the ‘fire department is run and 
how their money is spent,’ 
Wright said. “Suing the city is 
the last thing we wanted to do. 
We’re being forced to spend tax- 
payer money unnecessarily, to 
defend the rights of township 
citizens.” 

Thayer has previously said 
that the fire department could be 
either managed by the township 
or the city, but does not feel that 


the fire chief should have to 


answer to two as adminis- 
trators. 

“If you serve two masters, you 
serve none,” Thayer said. “You 
have to be accountable to some- 
one.” 

The Grayling City Council, 
however, has held firm that the 
fire department should be 
administer by the cily. 

Thayer said he believes that 
filing the suit was a ploy on 
behalf of township officials to 
get city officials to change their 
stance. 
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- “T believe filing the lawsuit 
was done as a public relations 
stunt to create pressure for the 
city council to change its posi- 
tion,” Thayer said. 


Thayer said he has researched 


the history of the fire depart- 
ment. He said that a contractual 
agreement to provide fire servic- 
es to Grayling Township has not 


‘existed for over six decades, 


despite what township officials 
claim. 

Since the City of Grayling 
was incorporated in 1935, it has 
sponsored a volunteer fire 
department under the city man- 
ager’s direction. 

The city formally created a 
fire department in 1947, under 
the direction of the city manag- 
er, and provided fire services 
county wide. 

In 1973, the city declared that 
it could no longer provide fire 
services county wide. Grayling 
Township agreed to contract 
with the city for services. The 


Test of the townships started 
- their own fire departments. 


The mutual operating agree- 
ment between the City of 
Grayling and Grayling 
Township was approved in 
1974, 

Thayer said that there were 
provisions for a fire committee 
over the years, but there is no 
proof that the panel ever met. 

A committee of township and 
city officials was formed in 
2002 to explore the construction 
and financing of the new fire 
department, which is located 
next to the Grayling City Hall. 

Thayer, who has been the city 


manager just over a year, said 
that the committee seemed to 
take on a life of its own. The 
committee made such decisions 


aS approving compensation for 


fire personnel, recommending 
the adoption of International 
Fire Codes, relieving the con- 
struction manager for the new 
fire hall, appointing a fire mar- 
shal, approving funding agree- 
ments with the National Guard 
and replacing former Fire Chief 
Duane Brooks with Strohpaul. 


Wright said that the fire. 


department has made. great 
strides under the direction of the 
fire committee, and hopes the 
dispute can be resolved short of 
splitting apart the department. 

‘Separation of the fire depart- 
ment would be a worst case sce- 
nario,” Wright said. “That 
wouldn’t be in the best interests 
of either the city residents or the 
township residents, but if that’s 
what we’re forced into doing, 
that’s what we’ll do.” 

Thayer questioned why town- 
ship officials would move to dis- 
solve the fire services pact, 
when they do not have equip- 
ment or a fire hall to replace the 
existing fire services. 

Thayer said the city would 
respond tothe lawsuit on Friday. 

Meanwhile, both Wright and 
Thayer ensured that the fire 
department would respond to all 
fire calls in the city and town- 
ship while the civil litigation is 
pending. 

“That won't change one bit,” 
Thayer said, “The public, they 
may be the pawns, but they’re 
not going to be hurt by this.”

Protecting History in the Great Lakes 


Since the time glaciers 
receded leaving our pleasant 
peninsulas, the Great Lakes 
have shaped Michigan. And 
physical boundaries are only 
the beginning. From the Native 
Americans who lived around 
and explored the lakes and 
adjacent land, to the European 
settlers who developed trading 
routes for furs, then lumber, 
and eventually automobiles 
that Michigan shipped around 
the world, the Great Lakes hold 
the story of Michigan’s history. 
One part of that story is being 
preserved at the Thunder Bay 
National Marine Sanctuary, 
and earlier this month J intro- 
duced legislation to expand 
that sanctuary. 

Thunder Bay has been a reg- 
ular byway for ships traveling 
on Lake Huron, and it earned 
the name “Shipwreck Alley” 
because the geography and 
weather patterns in the bay led 
to over 300 shipwrecks. 
Thanks to a partnership estab- 
lished in 2000 between the 
State of Michigan and the 
National Oceanic and 


Atmospheric Administration 


(NOAA), the Thunder Bay 
National Marine Sanctuary 
protects the wreckage of 116 
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ships. It includes 448 squaré 
miles of water and'115-miles of 
shoreline. 

The cold temperature and 
fresh water of Lake Huron have 


preserved many of the ship- . 


wreck sites, creating an under- 
water museum of maritime his- 
tory. The shipwrecks span the 
19th and 20th centuries and 
cover a wide variety of ship 
types and cargo, providing a 
wealth of information to 
researchers and students. The 
sanctuary is an unparalleled 
treasure for divers and 
snorklers. 

In 2005, NOAA opened the 
Great Lakes Maritime Heritage 
Center iri Alpena, an educa- 
tional station and visitors’ cen- 
ter that traces maritime history 
in the Great Lakes. Families, 
school groups and history buffs 
can even explore the ship- 
wrecks by live video feeds 
from divers in the sanctuary, 
extending the reach of the vast 
educational opportunities in 
the sanctuary not only to large 
numbers of visitors each year, 
but to people around the coun- 
try who visit the other 13 
NOAA National Marine 
Sanctuaries.

include the historic site of one 
of the most intact shipwrecks 
in the Great Lakes, the 
Cornelia B. Windiate. This 
three-mast schooner sank in 
1875 while delivering wheat 
from Milwaukee to Buffalo, 
The expanded sanctuary would 
also include the H.P. Bridge, a 
three-mast wooden ship that 
sank with a payload of pottery, 
clothing, ship tackle and hard- 
ware, all preserved since it 
sank in 1869, In total, the 
expansion would include 3,722 
square miles of water, 226 
miles of shoreline and an esti- 
mated 178 additional ship- 
wrecks, although many ship- 
wreck sites remain unexplored. 

As we work to preserve this 
piece of history in the Great 
Lakes, we have also recently

To the editor: 

The reason for this letter is to 
let our community know what a 
professional and caring group of 
emergency personnel we have in 
a time of crisis. 

On the night of Dec. 29, I had 
to place a call to 911. My hus- 
band had a heart attack at home. 
I was upset, scared and very 
impatient with the dispatcher. I 
was helpless and afraid my hus- 
band was dying. 

I knew that help was on the 
way and the dispatcher kept 
instructing me in CPR tech- 
niques. This did not relieve my 
anxiety, but it did keep me busy. 
I was rude at times, but the dis- 
patcher remained calm and kept 
talking to me in a steady con- 
trolled voice. 

MMR arrived and went right 
to work. Although they were in 
a cramped space, they did what 
they had to do quickly and dur- 
ing all this time they tried to 
keep me calm and spoke to me 
respectfully. It was not an easy 
Situation. Within minutes they 
had my husband in the ambu- 
lance and he was on his way to 
the hospital. 

Iknow it is their job to 
respond to crisis calls, but above 
and beyond their job, they care 
for those who are standing by 
watching. It is not an easy job 


not to say shut up or move out of 
the way when they are working | 
to save a life. These people were 
patient above and beyond the 
‘call of duty. 

Once at the emergency room, 
everyone quickly did what was 
necessary, although now I know 
that my husband was already 
beyond the hope of recovery. 
Again, MMR was there to assist 
my family and]. There came a 
point when a chaplain was 
offered and it was obvious that 
my husband was dead. The hos- 
pital and MMR staff was still 
available for us. The nighttime 
supervisor was helpful with my 
questions and offered assistance 
with contacting the funeral 
home. ; 

] am sorry that Ihave taken 
you for granted in the past. | 
praise you to all who ask me 
about that night. I realize that in 
time I will loose some of these 
feelings and become complacent 
about our emergency service 
personnel again, but for now, 
know that you are my heroes. | 
know you tried your best, but it 
was Dave's time to go home. | 
will never forget what you did 
for he and I that night. My 
prayers will always include you,

God used the analogy of 
marriage in Romans 7:!-4 to 
emphasize the unique union all 
believers share with their Lord 
Jesus Christ. “4Wherefore, my 
brethren, ye also are become 
dead to the law by the body of 
Christ; that ye should be mar- 
ried (o another, even to him 
who is raised from the dead, 
that we should bring forth fruit 
unto God.”

the sock mankeys,” Dickinson 
said. “I guess it’s up to the pub- 
lic to decide if it works.” 

Many people who have seen 
the mural have thought that the 
sock monkeys have always been 
on the wall in the children’s 
reading area, 

“It doesn’t glare out at you,” 
Dickinson said. “There are 
some things that catch your eye, 
but overall, it’s not one that 
jumps out at you.” 

Crawford County Library 
Director Bambi Mansfield- 
Sanderson provided Dickinson 
with a sock monkey, and a book 
about the history of sock mon- 
keys, when he accepted the pro- 
posal for the work. 

Red Heel Socks were first 

produced in the late 1800s, in 
Illinois, to keep working men’s 
feet warm and dry. Many of the 
consumers who purchased the 
socks were lumbermen, hunters 
and fishermen, The socks are 
still a favorite of many locals 
who wear them, as well as those 
who make them into stuffed 
animals to be snuggled and 
loved. 
- Dickinson said he was not 
familiar with sock monkeys 
before he took on the project to 
do the mural. 

“It wasn’t an item in my 
childhood,” he said. 

_ Dickinson, who works out of 
a Kingsley area studio in a bam 


on a family farm, said he wired 
the sock monkey he was given 
into still life images while he 
was doing the project. 

“I didn’t want all the charac- 
ters to look the same,” he said. 
“They had to have some sort of 
uniqueness, so the book really 
helped in that regard.” 

Papal trees surround’ the 
mural and add to the existing 
wood stained lattice and pine 
framed lighting in the children’s 


feading pit. The sock monkey 


has become the mascot for the 
library. 

‘We are pleased to be able to 
showcase Terry’s talent, along 
with the lumbering heritage of 
the community, the socks these 
men wore and toys that have 
become a memorable part of so 
many youngster’s childhoods,” 
Mansfield-Sanderson said. 

Deanna Johnston, an AuSable 
Primary School teacher, said 
she was pleased to see the new 
art work added to the library 
while checking out books and 
videos with her sons. 

“That really adds a lot over 
here,” Johnston said. 

Dickinson, who makes his 
living primarily as an outdoor 
artist, said he was pleased to be 
able to add a new dimension to 
the library. 

“I was awfully glad to have 
the work,” he said. 

Dickinson began his career as 
an artist in Bay City, in 1974, 


when he was commissioned to 
create 50 patriotic murals to 
coincide with the nation’s 
Bicentennial in 1976. 


Dickinson then went on to— 


create 200 murals in 
Frankenmuth displaying the 
community’s Bavarian theme. 
He was sent to Germany to pho- 
tograph and study Bavarian art, 
themes, traditions and folklore 
for the project. 

Dickinson moved to Grayling 
in 1978, and has done several 
murals for downtown business- 
es over the years. He has done 
murals for Michigan 
Technological University and 
Purdue University, as well as 
work for private homeowners 
throughout northern Michigan. 

“IT get scattered around,” 
Dickinson said. “Some years 
are good, Some years are lean.” 

Some of Dickinson’s early art 
work done in Grayling, both 
outdoor murals and indoor 
work, has been lost. 

“They have a limited life no 
matter how you do it,” he said. 
“Tf you get 20 years out of them, 


that’s pretty good. It’s just part 


of the territory.” 

The library system, as part of

currently collecting ready-to- 
heat meals to send to troops 
serving in Iraq. Sometimes they 
are not able to make it back for 
regular mealtimes when they 
are completing their missions.
